Four  sisters,  many  lovers,  and  a  series  of 
settings  both  familiar  and  exotic  delineate 
the  nineteen  linked  stories  in  this  award- 
winning  debut  collection.  Whether 
leaving,  returning,  or  staying  put,  the 
women  who  narrate  these  stories  are 
bound  to  Alabama  by  history  and  habit, 
their  voices  informed  by  the  landscape 
and  lore  of  the  New  South. 

Michelle  Richmond  introduces  us  to  a 
memorable  extended  family,  in  which 
lies  come  more  easily  than  forgiveness, 
and  parents  and  siblings  conceal  the  truth 
as  often  as  they  reveal  it.  In  many  cases, 
the  women  are  forced  to  choose — 
between  family  and  lovers,  safety  and 
self-sufficiency,  the  religion  they  grew  up 
with  and  the  reality  of  the  world  they 
have  found  for  themselves. 

In  "Down  the  Shore  Everything's  All 
Right,"  twenty-eight-year-old  Grace 
abandons  wide  Southern  beaches  for 
New  York  sidewalks,  only  to  discover 
that  the  Gulf  Coast  still  has  a  hold  on  her. 
In  "Intermittent  Waves  of  Unusual  Size 
and  Force,"  a  wayward  father  is  called 
home  from  California  by  a  massive 
hurricane  that  threatens  the  lives  of  his 
family.  In  "The  World's  Greatest  Pants," 
three  younger  sisters  watch  in  awe  as 
Darlene,  the  eldest  and  bravest,  defies 
her  parents  and  heads  for  Texas  in  a 
battered  El  Camino. 

An  undercurrent  of  eroticism  runs 
through  the  collection.  "Propaganda" 
finds  the  youngest  sister  alone  in  an  old 


house  in  Knoxville,  where  she  forms  a 
symbiotic  relationship  with  a  mysterious 
upstairs  neighbor  during  her  husband's 
lengthy  absence.  In  "Fifth  Grade:  A 
Criminal  History,"  adolescence  and 
sexuality  merge  with  explosive  conse- 
quences. A  woman  dancing  naked  on  a 
bridge  in  San  Francisco  is  the  central 
figure  of  the  title  story. 

The  divine  and  the  absurd  are  uneasy 
but  frequent  bedfellows  in  this  volume. 
"O-lama-lama"  portrays  the  scene  of  a 
religious  free-for-all  at  a  beachside 
church  in  Fairhope,  Alabama,  while 
"Slacabamorinico"  celebrates  the  holy 
commotion  of  Mardi  Gras  at  a  Mobile 
cemetery.  In  "The  Last  Bad  Thing,"  a 
love-struck  young  woman  in  the  Bible 
Belt  is  haunted  by  visions  of  Ramadan.

Imperial  Brotherhood 

Gender  and  the  Making  of  Cold 
War  Foreign  Policy 
Robert  D.  Dean 


A  groundbreaking  analysis  of  how 
culture,  class,  and  gender  shaped 
American  foreign  policy  during  the

This  provocative  book  begins  with  a 
question  about  the  Vietnam  War.  How  is 
it,  asks  Robert  D.  Dean,  that  American 
policymakers — men  who  prided  them- 
selves on  "hardheaded  pragmatism"  and 
shunned  "fuzzy  ideaHsm" — could  have 
committed  the  nation  to  such  a  ruinous, 
costly,  and  protracted  war?  The  answer, 
he  argues,  lies  not  simply  in  the  impera- 
tives of  anticommunist  ideology  or  in 
any  reasonable  calculation  of  national 
interest.  At  least  as  decisive  in  determin- 
ing the  form  and  content  of  American 
Cold  War  foreign  policy  was  the  com- 
mon background  and  shared  values  of  its 
makers,  especially  their  deeply  ingrained 
sense  of  upper-class  masculinity. 

Dean  begins  by  examining  the 
institutions  that  shaped  the  members  of 
the  U.S.  foreign  policy  establishment — 
all-male  prep  schools,  Ivy  League 
universities,  collegiate  secret  societies, 
and  exclusive  men's  clubs — that  instilled 
stoic  ideals  of  competition,  duty,  and 
loyalty.  Service  in  elite  military  units 
during  World  War  II  further  reinforced 
this  pattern  of  socialization,  eventually 
creating  an  "imperial  brotherhood" 
imbued  with  a  common  global  vision. 
More  than  that,  according  to  Dean,  the 
commitment  to  tough-minded  masculin- 
ity shared  by  these  men  encouraged  the 
pursuit  of  policies  that  were  aggressively 
interventionist  abroad  and  intolerant  of 
dissent  at  home. 

Applying  his  gendered  analysis  to  the 
McCarthy  era.  Dean  reveals  how  the 


purge  of  suspected  homosexuals  in  the 
State  Department  not  only  paralleled  the 
repression  of  the  political  left,  but  also 
reflected  a  bitter  contest  for  power 
between  the  foreign  policy  elite  and 
provincial  Congressional  conservatives. 
He  then  shows  how  issues  of  manliness 
simOarly  influenced  the  politics  and  policies 
of  the  Kennedy  and  Johnson  administra- 
tions. Just  as  programs  like  the  Peace  Corps 
were  grounded  in  ideals  of  masculine 
heroism,  decisions  about  intervention  in 
Viemam  were  inextricably  bound  up  with 
ideas  about  male  strength  and  power.  In 
the  end,  Dean  makes  a  persuasive  case  that 
these  elite  constructions  of  male  identity 
fundamentally  shaped  the  course  of 
American  foreign  policy  during  the  early 
decades  of  the  Cold  War.

As  Rita  K.  Gollin  shows.  Fields  also 
pursued  her  own  imperatives  of  self- 
fulfillment  and  service  to  others.  A 
published  poet,  essayist,  and  novelist,  she 
also  wrote  dozens  of  biographies  of 
famous  writers  she  had  known.  She 
founded  innovative  charities  for  Boston's 
poor  and  campaigned  for  women's 
issues,  including  the  right  to  vote  and  to 
be  admitted  to  medical  schools.  These 
pursuits  continued  after  she  was 
widowed  in  1881  and  began  a  loving 
partnership  with  Sarah  Ome  Jewett — a

Larcom,  and  Willa  Gather  among 
them — and  the  trusted  friend  of  many 
illustrious  men.

Although  it  has  long  been  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  influential  planned 
communities  in  the  United  States,  this 
is  the  first  time  Forest  Hills  Gardens 
has  been  the  subject  of  a  book. 

Susan  L.  Klaus's  fully  illustrated  history 
chronicles  the  creation  of  the  142-acre 
development  ft-om  its  inception  in  1909 
through  its  first  two  decades,  offering 
critical  insights  into  American  planning 
history,  landscape  architecture,  and  the 
social  and  economic  forces  that  shaped 
housing  in  the  Progressive  Era.

This  is  the  final  volume  in  a  trilogy  of 
works  that  examine  the  impact  of  writing 
and  reading  about  traumatic  subjects. 
Diaries  to  an  English  Professor  (1994)  explores 
the  ways  in  which  undergraduate  students 
use  psychoanalytic  diaries  to  probe 
conflicted  issues  in  their  lives.  Surviving 
Literary  Suicide  (1999)  investigates  how 
graduate  students  respond  to  suicidal 
literature — novels  and  poems  that  portray 
and  sometimes  glorify  self-inflicted  death. 

In  Risky  Writing,  Jeffrey  Berman  builds 
on  those  earlier  studies,  describing  ways 
teachers  can  encourage  college  students  to 
write  safely  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
often  deemed  too  personal  or  too  danger- 
ous for  the  classroom:  grieving  the  loss  of  a 
beloved  relative  or  friend,  falling  into 
depression,  coping  with  the  breakup  of 
one's  family,  confronting  sexual  abuse, 
depicting  a  drug  or  alcohol  problem, 
encountering  racial  prejudice.  Berman 
points  out  that  nearly  everyone  has 
difficulty  talking  or  writing  about  such 
issues  because  they  arouse  shame  and  tend 
to  be  enshrouded  in  secrecy  and  silence. 
This  is  especially  true  for  college  students, 
who  are  just  emerging  from  adolescence 
and  find  themselves  at  institutions  that 
rarely  promote  self-disclosure. 

Recognizing  the  controversial  nature 
of  his  subject,  Berman  confronts  academic 
opposition  to  personal  writing  head  on. 
He  also  discusses  the  similarities  between 
the  "writing  cure"  and  the  "talking  cure," 
the  role  of  the  teacher  and  audience  in 
the  self-disclosing  classroom,  and  the 
pedagogical  strategies  necessary  to  mini- 


mize risk,  including  the  importance  of 
empathy  and  other  befriending  skills.

An  insightful  study  of  the  original, 
never  published  version  of  Sylvia 
Plath's  famous  book  of  poems 


Sylvia  Plath,  who  committed  suicide  in 
1963  at  age  thirty,  is  now  widely  re- 
garded as  one  of  America's  greatest  poets. 
Her  second  collection,  Ariel,  which  was 
issued  posthumously  in  1965,  received 
superb  reviews  and  became  one  of  the 
best-selling  books  of  poetry  published  in 
the  twentieth  century.  What  is  less  well 
known  about  this  celebrated  volume  is 
that  the  poems  it  contains  are  not  the 
ones  Plath  herself  selected  when  she 
assembled  her  manuscript. 

With  great  care  and  critical  insight, 
Lynda  K.  Bundtzen  examines  Plath's 
original  typescript  for  Ariel  and  compares 
it  to  the  version  that  was  published  by 
her  estranged  husband,  Ted  Hughes.  In 
his  role  as  Plath's  literary  executor  and 
Ariel's  editor,  Hughes  deleted  twelve 
poems  that  he  considered  too  "personally 
aggressive"  in  their  attacks  on  him,  while 
adding  several  others  composed  in  the 
final  weeks  of  Plath's  life  and  colored  by 
her  suicidal  depression. 

Bundtzen  argues  that  Plath's  original 
plan  represented  a  conscious  response 
to  her  disintegrating  marriage — the 
swearing  off  of  an  old  Hfe  with  Hughes 
and  the  creation  of  a  new  self  as  a 
woman  and  poet.  The  poems  Hughes 
deleted  show  her  in  an  angry  dialogue 
over  their  marital  breakup,  with  Plath 
writing  several  of  these  bitterly  ironic 
poems  on  the  verso  of  Hughes's 
manuscript  for  an  unpublished  play 
entitled  "The  Calm."  Beneath  the  surface 
of  Hughes's  "calm"  we  see  a  "tempest" 
building  by  the  woman  who  chose 
Shakespeare's  Ariel  as  her  poetic  identity. 


Bundtzen  pays  particular  attention  to  a 
sequence  of  five  poems  about  beekeeping 
which  Plath  originally  intended  as  the 
book's  conclusion.  Interpreting  them 
allege rically,  and  drawing  on  the  rich 
folklore  that  surrounds  the  relationship 
between  the  beekeeper  and  her  bees, 
Bundtzen  shows  these  poems  to  be 
simultaneously  veiling  and  revealing  the 
future  that  Plath  both  longed  for  and 
dreaded  in  a  new  life  apart  from  Hughes. 

In  a  concluding  chapter,  Bundtzen 
demonstrates  the  ways  in  which 
Hughes's  last  collection  of  poetry. 
Birthday  Letters,  extends  the  dialogue 
Plath  initiated  with  him  in  her  manu- 
scripts for  the  Ariel  poems.  Bundtzen 
interprets  Hughes's  self-depiction  as  a 
grieving  Orpheus  who  repeatedly  looks 
back  to  address  Plath  both  as  the  fading 
shadow  of  Eurydice  and  as  a  fellow  poet 
of  mourning.

Alone  among  important  American 
writers,  Ambrose  Bierce  fought  for  four 
years  in  the  Civil  War.  The  writings  he 
produced  about  that  conflict  comprise  a 
body  of  work  unique  in  our  nation's 
literature.  This  volume  gathers  for  the 
first  time  virtually  everything  Bierce 
wrote  about  the  war,  from  letters 
composed  on  the  field  of  battle  to  maps 
he  drew  as  a  topographical  engineer, 
from  his  masterful  short  stories  to  his 
final  bittersweet  ruminations  before  he 
disappeared  into  Mexico  in  1914.

This  book  reprints  for  the  first  time  since 
the  1850s  three  short  works  by  George 
Thompson  (1823-c.  1873),  one  of 
antebellum  America's  most  successful  and 
prolific  authors  of  sensational  fiction.

Temperance  in  Nineteenth- 
Century  Ireland  and  Irish  Annerica 
John  F.  Quinn 


Chronicles  the  mercurial  rise,  fall, 
and  revival  of  the  Insh  temperance 
movement 


For  centuries,  the  Irish  have  been  famed, 
and  often  derided,  for  their  attachment 
to  alcohol.  Yet  in  the  1830s  and  1840s, 
Ireland  became  a  temperance  stronghold. 
The  man  almost  singlehandedly  respon- 
sible for  this  surprising  transformation 
was  Father  Theobald  Mathew  (1790- 
1856),  a  popular  Franciscan  friar.  Over  a 
ten-year  period,  five  million  Irish  men, 
women,  and  children  took  the  pledge 
at  his  hands,  while  hundreds  of  public 
houses  were  forced  to  shut  their  doors 
or  switch  to  selling  coffee  and  tea. 

By  the  end  of  the  1840s,  however, 
Mathew's  "miracle"  was  already  coming 
undone.  The  Great  Famine  was  ravaging 
Ireland  and  Mathew's  years  of  nonstop 
campaigning  had  left  him  sick,  ex- 
hausted, and  bankrupt.  Undeterred,  he 
traveled  to  the  United  States  in  1 849  to 
generate  support  and  administer  the 
pledge  to  as  many  new  immigrants  as  he 
could  find.  Failing  health  forced  him  to 
return  to  Ireland  where  he  died  in  1856, 
leaving  behind  a  weak  and  fragmented 
movement. 

In  the  late  nineteenth  century,  several 
Irish  priests  revived  Mathew's  crusade.  In 
the  United  States,  Irish  American  bishops 
supported  the  Catholic  Total  Abstinence 
Union  fCTAU)  and  joined  hands  with  the 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
in  their  war  against  liquor.  In  Ireland, 
Father  James  Cullen  formed  the  Pio- 
neers, a  total  abstinence  association  for 
devout  Cathohcs.  While  the  CTAU 


languished  after  the  United  States 
Congress  passed  the  Prohibition  Amend- 
ment in  1919,  the  Pioneers  continued  to 
thrive  in  Ireland  into  the  1960s.  Although 
the  group's  membership  has  declined  in 
recent  years,  there  are  still  today  a  large 
number  of  Irish  teetotallers.

A  case  study  of  the  rise  of  black 
student  activism  at  an  urban 
university 


In  the  late  1960s  and  early  1970s,  the 
number  of  African  American  under- 
graduates at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania grew  dramatically.  This  book 
describes  the  circumstances  surrounding 
the  university's  decision  to  increase  its 
black  enrollment  and  the  consequences 
that  followed.  Focusing  on  the  role  of 
black  student  activism,  Wayne  C. 
Glasker  traces  the  trajectory  of  contro- 
versy and  debate  over  such  issues  as 
assimilation,  integration,  black  national- 
ism, and  cultural  pluralism  on  a  single 
university  campus. 

Glasker  begins  his  study  in  the  late 
1960s,  when  the  university's  expansion 
into  a  predominantly  black  Philadelphia 
neighborhood  precipitated  a  massive 
sit-in  and  protest.  In  response,  Penn 
accelerated  the  process  of  admitting 
more  black  students,  doubling  the 
number  of  black  matriculants  by 
September  1969.  Many  came  from  inner 
city  public  high  schools  with  back- 
grounds, ideas,  and  interests  far  different 
from  those  of  the  affluent  middle-  and 
upper-class  white  students  who  consti- 
tuted the  majority  of  the  undergraduate 
population.  As  a  result,  the  next  decade 
was  marked  by  recurrent  tension  and 
conflict,  as  black  students  at  Penn 
rejected  assimilation  and  agitated 
successfully  for  the  creation  of  a  variety 
of  institutions  that  recognized  their 
needs.  These  included  an  Afro-American 
studies  program,  a  residence  for  students 


interested  in  black  culture,  and  a  Black 
Student  League.  Following  a  sit-in  in 
1978,  they  won  a  demand  for  an  Inter- 
cultural  Center  and  formed  the  United 
Minorities  Council,  and  in  1986  they 
joined  with  white  activists  to  press  the 
university  to  divest  its  holdings  from 
companies  doing  business  in  South 
Africa. 

Throughout  the  book  Glasker  inter- 
weaves two  parallel  stories:  that  of  an 
Ivy  League  university  wrestling  with 
questions  of  diversity,  compensatory 
education,  and  the  meaning  of  merit  and 
qualification;  and  that  of  black  students 
grappling  with  issues  of  assimilation, 
separatism,  and  cultural  pluralism.  In 
the  end,  he  argues,  the  students  sought 
to  preserve  their  own  distinctive  ethnic 
culture,  identity,  and  heritage  while 
pursuing  economic  upward  mobility. 
Rather  than  separatism,  they  aspired  to 
a  form  of  biculturalism  that  involved 
economic  empowerment  without 
cultural  assimilation.

Literary  critics  have  long  regarded  the 
rejection  of  technology  as  a  distinguish- 
ing feature  of  American  Romanticism. 
Yet  as  Klaus  Benesch  shows  in  this 
insightful  study,  the  attitude  of  antebel- 
lum writers  toward  the  advent  of  the 
machine  age  was  far  more  complicated 
than  often  supposed.  Although  fraught 
with  tension,  the  relationship  between 
professional  authorship  and  evolving 
technology  reflected  a  pattern  of 
adjustment  rather  than  opposition,  as 
writers  sought  to  redefine  their  place 
within  a  culture  that  increasingly  valued 
the  engineer  and  the  scientist. 

According  to  Benesch,  major  writers 
such  as  Emerson,  Hawthorne,  Melville, 
Poe,  Whitman,  and  Rebecca  Harding 
Davis  recognized  technology  as  a 
powerful  engine  of  social  change — a 
driving  force  that  threatened  to  subor- 
dinate their  creative  faculties  to  the 
inexorable  dictates  of  industrial  produc- 
tion. In  response,  they  conjured  up 
"cybernetic"  self-representations  that 
attempted  to  preserve  the  autonomy  of 
the  individual  author  in  the  face  of 
ongoing  technological  encroachment. 
These  biomechanical  images  helped 
writers  construct  a  hybrid  identity  that 
reconciled  new  modes  of  technological 
production  with  older,  more  organic 
models  of  professional  writing. 

In  the  end,  Benesch  argues.  Romantic 
literary  discourse  is  marked  as  much  by 
admiration  for  the  technological  as  by 
strains  of  resentment  and  cultural  anxiety 
about  its  negative  effects.  As  such,  it 


prefigures  in  important  and  previously 
unacknowledged  ways  the  modernist  and 
postmodernist  sensibilities  that  would 
follow.

For  the  authors  discussed  in  Remarkable 
Modernisms — poets  John  Yau,  Charles 
Simic,  and  Mark  Strand,  and  novelists  Ann 
Beattie  and  Joyce  Carol  Oates — writing 
about  modem  art  not  only  helps  to 
illuminate  the  work  of  the  artist  but  also 
serves  as  a  stimulus  to  verbal  self-portrai- 
ture.

In  1915,  Wilhelm  Miller  (1869-1938),  an 
influential  author  and  editor,  published 
The  Prairie  Spirit  of  Landscape  Gardening, 
a  profusely  illustrated  book  that  champi- 
oned the  "prairie  style"  of  landscape  gar- 
dening. It  was  the  first  book  to  address 
the  question  of  a  truly  American  style  of 
landscape  design  and  remains  one  of  the 
most  significant  early  treatises  on  that 
topic. 

This  handsome  volume  features 
several  projects  by  Jens  Jensen,  a  Danish 
immigrant  whose  ecologically  based, 
conservation-oriented  approach  to  park 
and  residential  design  had  a  strong 
impact  in  Chicago  and  formed  the 
foundation  of  the  stylistic  school  Miller 
was  promoting.  The  book  also  features 
photographs  of  O.  C.  Simonds's  designs 
for  Chicago's  Graceland  Cemetery  and 
midwestem  landscapes  by  Walter  Burley 
Griffin,  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  Warren  H. 
Manning,  among  others.  Before  and  after 
images  vividly  demonstrate  Miller's  taste 
for  abundant  use  of  hardy  native  plants  in 
landscape  design.  His  emphatic  cap- 
tions— "Away  with  Gaudy  Foreigners 
and  Artificial  Varieties!"  "Restore  the 
Native  Vegetation!" — leave  little  doubt 
about  his  aesthetic  position. 

Christopher  Vernon's  new  introduc- 
tion links  the  prairie  style  to  Wright  and 
other  architects  of  the  Progressive  Era, 
arguing  that  Wright's  use  of  prairie 
landscape  elements  actually  preceded 
that  by  Jensen,  Simonds,  and  their  peers. 
Vernon  shows  how  prairie  imagery 
provided  design  ideas  for  some  and  also 


provided  a  label — prairie  style — that 
helped  promote  naturalistic  work 
generally.  Architects,  landscape  archi- 
tects, and  garden  enthusiasts  will  be 
intrigued  by  Vernon's  insights  and 
inspired  by  Miller's  impassioned  call  to 
celebrate,  replicate,  and  conserve  the 
midwestem  landscape.

An  important  force  in  nineteenth-century 
American  landscape  architecture,  H.W.S. 
Cleveland  (1814-1900)  has  long  been 
overshadowed  by  Frederick  Law  Olmsted, 
with  whom  he  worked  briefly  at  Prospect 
Park.  Cleveland's  "organic"  design  ap- 
proach was  first  expressed  in  1855  at  Sleepy 
Hollow  Cemetery  in  Concord,  Massa- 
chusetts, where  he  and  Robert  Morris 
Copeland  developed  a  landscape  aesthetic 
based  chiefly  on  the  writings  of  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson.  Landscape  Architecture, 
as  Applied  to  the  Wants  of  the  West,  pub- 
lished in  1873,  summarizes  Cleveland's 
organic  approach  and  its  application  at  all 
scales  of  design  and  planning.

A  new  introduction  to  the  text  provides 
a  historical  backdrop  to  Cleveland's 
concem  that  ill-considered  layouts  for 
communities  along  the  rapidly  developing 
rail  lines  of  the  Midwest  and  Great  Plains 
would  negatively  affect  what  he  saw  as 
the  future  of  American  civilization.
